Capt. Tate said the man, who was an 
admirer of Miss Colbert, and was gen- 
erous with presents of jewelry and 
money, gave a satisfactory account of 
his whereabouts last Friday, the day 
the murder is believed to have occurred. 

Capt. Tate said the woman had been 
hit on the head, apparently as she tried 
to raise a window in her living room to 


shout for help. The window still is 
stained with blood. 

The man’s shirt found in the 
was stained on the right side, as if the 
wearer had carried the woman.

BERLIN PAPERS GIVE UP 
HOPE OF EARLY PEACE 


They Declare Only Answer to Entente’s Brusque 
Rejection of German Offer Is 
With the Sword. 


BERLIN, via London Jan. 3.—The 
opinion is expressed in the newspapers 
that the entente note in reply to the 
German peace offer was addressed 
less to the central Powers than 
to the people of the entente countries, 
and to neutrals; hence the strong de- 
clamatory language calculated, accord- 
ing to the German opinion, further to 
inflame passions against the Teutonic 
allies. In particular, it is declared, the 
section devoted to Belgium is intended 
expressly for the American people. 

In general, the answer is regarded as 

the stiffest and most brusque possible, 
and to be couched in insulting and 
caluminating terms seen in an inter- 
national document. All the newspapers 
agree that the only answer the central 
Powers can give is with the sword; that 
the war must .be continued until the 
allies themselves sue for peace. 
. Only a few newspapers see even a 
faint hope that peace still may be at- 
tainable within a reasonable time. Cu- 
riously enough, the supernationalist 
Pan-German Taeglische Rundschau 
maintains a feeble show of optimism, 
saying: 

“The thought of peace is not quenched 
by this rejection.” 

But even this utterance is qualified 
by the explanation that peace can come 
only through failure of the entente 
plans of conquest and the crushing of 
Germany. The Tageblatt also believes 
the idea of peace retains its vitality, 
saying: 

“Even though the attempt be made 
to bury it under a thousand arguments, 
peace will continue to rise up mightier 
than ever after every failure to achieve 
expected victory.”’ ‘ 

The Berlin Lokal Anzeiger considers 
that nobody will be shocked because the 
entente’s refusal was anticipated. 

‘“But,”’ it adds, “every one will be sur- 
prised and shocked at the shallowness, 
levity and mendacity of the reasons 
given for the refusal, and it is difficult 
to explain how 10 serious men were 
able to affix their signatures to the 
document without blushing. Our an- 
swer can only be given on the battle- 
field.”’ 

The Vossische Zeitung says: ‘All pos- 
sibility of further negotiations has dis- 
appeared under this scornful reply. 
There is only one rejoinder, . nameély, 
warfare, until the cold steel of our arms 
has brought the fever temperature of 
our enemies down to something near 
normal.” 

The Berlin Tageblatt says: ‘We would 
gladly have written ‘Peace be unto 
thee’ over the gate of the new year, 
but it would be childish to seek in the 
antente’s reply any expressions but those 
of an absolute ‘no.” Who in the world 
can now doubt that the entente plans, 


which aim at the dismemberment of 
Germany, Austria-Hungary and Turkey, 
will be resolutely repelled by the Ger- 
man people?’ 

The Kreuz Zeitung says:

insult. Our reply can only be given 
with the sword.” 

The Vorwaerts says: 
mies desire to continue the war, 
choice remains to the German people. 
There will be no illusion that behind 
the refusal lies the hope of finally being 
able to lay Germany prostrate.

The Rhenische Westphalische Zeitung 
says: ‘“‘The German people to one man 
now will gather around Von Hinden- 
burg. The last plea for indulgence 
falls to the ground.

The Cologne Gazette’s Berlin corre- 
spondent considers no way is left open 
for further negotiations and adds: “It 
is not yet decided what the Government 
will do, but it is not improbable that 
Germany will precisely define the Ger- 
man view direct to the neutrals.”’

Time to Take American Peace Move 
Seriously, Says Westminster Gazette. 
LONDON, Jan. 3.—Commenting on 
Washington dispatches ta the effert 
that President Wilson is determined ‘o 
press his efforts to bring about peace, 
the:Westminster Gazette says: 

“The notion that the American Presi- 
dent is a purely academic person who 
launches literary essays on the world 
without preparation beforehand or con- 
sideration of the next step, if probable 
consequences follow, is a dangerous ce- 
lusion which may -seriously lead us 
astray if it is not abandoned. For good 
or evil, we have to realize the Presi- 
dent’s position of great power, and if 
he has the American people behind him 
we are bound to treat him as a very 
serious factor at this stage of the war. 
Tf, as suggested, he is taking steps to 
get his action ratified by a resolution 
of the Senate, we should have to take 
that as a definite intimation that he 
means to go on, in spite of our reply.’’ 

This newspaper expresses the hdpe 
that the reply of the entente to the 
President’s peace note will be couched 
in terms which will bring to the side 
of the entente a good many Americans 
who believe there is nothing to choose 
between the two sets of belligerents. 

“But whatever we do,” says the Ga- 
zette, ‘‘whatever our prepossessions may 
be, it is high time we took the Ameri- 
can situation seriously and were ready 
with a definite policy in regard to it.”’

Senator Lodge replied that he explicit- 
ly said that there had not been any un- 
friendly act. 

“I only quoted Seward,’’ he continued, 
“to show that every nation had a right 
to decline mediation and that we had il- 
lustrated it ourselves.’’ 

From the Franco-Prussian War Sen- 
ator Lodge read correspondence between 
Secretary Fish .and thé American Min- 
ister at Berlin, in reply to a suggestion 
that France might desire the good of- 
fices of the United States. Secretary 
Fish wrote that the administration de- 
sired to continue the policy of keeping 
out of European affairs, but if Germany 
as well as France desired those good of- 
fices the President would be glad to ex- 
ercise them. President Roosevelt in his 
autobiography, Senator Lodge said, 
shows that he offered mediation to Ja- 
pan and Russia only after he was cer- 
tain both sides desired it. 

“We are asked,” Senator Lodge contin- 
ued, “to give our full approval to the 
President's note which, as I shall pro- 
ceed to show, goes far beyond any 
proposition merely to bring the bellig- 
erents together.

‘It will be observed,’’ said Senator 
Lodge, ‘‘that the President found it 
necessary to gay in making his offer at 
this time he was embarrassed because 
it might seem to have been prompted by 
the recent overture of the central Pow- 
ers. The President assures us that it 
was not. Of course, } accept the Presi- 
dent’s statement. I never impute a mo- 
tive. 

‘Unfortunately, I believe a different 
interpretation has been placed upon it 
abroad and very generally at home. 
Those who sympathize with Germany 
regirded the note as friendly and that 
it was done at a time to help Germany 
make peace at its own time and on its 
own terms. It was regarded unfavorably 
by those who sympathize with the al- 
lies. It couldn't be otherwise coming ot 
the moment it did.’’ 

Discussing the German Ambassador's 
Action in giving out a statement regaréd- 
ing the note, Senator Lodge said he 
thought he was justified in mentioning 
the Ambassador’s name, despite the un- 
written rule in Congress not to mention 
names of foreign diplomats in debate. 

“I think I am justified,’’ continued 
Senator Lodge, ‘“‘in citing this statement 
ot the German Ambassador as show- 
ing why the President’s note has been 
so much misinterpreted. But that mis- 
interpretation is so wide over the world 
that it presents a very serious objec- 
tion to our endorsing the note. 

Possible Unneutral Step. 

“We have been neutral in this war, 
It is quite as possible to be unneutral 
in entering on negotiations for peace as 
in war. If misinterpretation of the note 
is so general, then we are in danger, 
when without statement or modifica- 
tion we adopt that note, of saying to the 
whole world that the Senate or Congress 
are ranging themselves on the side of 
one belligerent in bringing about peace. 

“I do not wish to see this country 
ranged on the side of either belligerent. 
Personally, I am unwilling to have my 
vote interpreted as having helped one 
side or the other. And 1 do not want to 
be ranged against the side which I per- 
sonally believe is fighting the cause 
of liberty, against that of autocracy.”’ 

At the conclusion of the debate for 
the day, Senator Gallinger, Republican 
leader, submitted a substitute for Sena- 
tor Hitchcock’s resolution to say: 

“That the Senate of the United States 
in the interests of humanity and civili- 
zation expresses the sincere hope that 
peace between the warring nations of 
Europe may be consummated at an 
early day.”’ 

The Gallinger resolution also was laid 
over to be considered tomorrow when 
Senator Lodge will resume his argu- 
ment.

Weinberg, am automobile 
driver. also are defendants and will be 
tried here. Mooney was organizer for 
the Amalgamated Association of Street 
Railway Employes. 

“ Letters Seized by Police. 

District Attorney Fickert has made 
public two letters seized by the police 
in their raid on the offices of the Blast, 
an anarchistic paper published by Alex- 
ander Berkman,»an avowed anarchist. 

These letters were addressed to Mrs, 
J. Sergeant Cram, the New York social] 
leader, who is said to have induced At- 
torney Cockran to come to San Fran- 
cisco. 

Mrs. Cram is the wife of former Pub- 
lic Service Commissioner Cram in New 
York. Before her marriage in 1907 she 
was Clara Bryce, daughter of Gen. and 
Mrs. Lioyd Stevens Bryce. Mrs. Cram 
generally has been found on the side of 
the poor. 

The two letters made public were ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Cram from Los Ange- 
les, during October, 1915. One of the 
letters is signed with Alexander Berk- 
man’s name, and ihe other, a part of 
which fs missing, does not bear a signa- 
ture. 
Letter to Mrs. Cram. 

4 letter from which a-portion of the 
text is missing, is dated at Los Angeles, 
Oct. 19, 1915, says: 

“Tt found a rather peculiar situation 
here. Because of certain circumstances 
it would be difficult and unsatisfactory 
to explain things. You understand, of 
course, that the poster work, as well as 
the temporary postponement of the mass 
meeting and bulletin, haz been done in 
conformity with the best wishes of the 
two defendants.

“We have also printed 60,000 other 
posters, headed ‘Exhibits {n the Caplan- 
Schmidt Case—Not in the District At- 
torney’s Office.” (Copy enclosed). It’s a 
very telling poster and it’s being dis- 
tributed from house to house by means 
of a wagon and 10 men.”

SUES TWO POLICEMEN FOR

Tinner Prosecuted the Patrolmen and 
They Were Fined, but Case

George Kramer of 3247 North Nine- 
teenth street, a tinner, today sued Wil- 
liam W. Casey, 4564A Kennerly avenue, 
and John M. Bretz, 4513 Arlington ave- 
nue, policemen, for $5000, alléging that 
in March, 1916, they beat him and tbreat- 
ened to shoot him.

WILSON TO CONFER 
WITH LANE TODAY 
ON MEXICO ISSUE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—President 
Wilson will: confer at 5 o’clock this 
afternoon with Secretary Lane and the 
other American members of the Mex- 
ican-American Commission. 

American members of the commis- 
sion began work today on. their 
response to the last communication of 
Gen. Carranza, who, it is now admitted, 
refused to approve the protocol signed 
by the commission members at Atlantic 
City for withdrawal of American troops 
from Mexico and the co-operative, bor- 
der patrol. 

A number of circumstances lead to the 
belief that the joint commission may 
abandon its attempts t# compose the 
international difficulties, and that Henry 
F’.. Fletcher may be sent soon to the 
pest of Ambassador to Mexico, for 
which he was confirmed nearly a year 
ago. Fletcher conferred with Presi- 
dent Wilson late yesterday. 

The text of the protocol was pub- 
lished today for the first time.

utive power of the Mexican nation. 

“Article 1. The Government of the 
United States agrees to begin the with- 
drawal of American troops from Mex- 
ican soil as soon as practicable, such 
withdrawal, subject to the further ternis 
of this agreement, to be completed not 
later than ——. That is to say, forty (40) 
days after the approval of this agree- 
ment by both Governments. 

“Article 2. The American command- 
er shall determine the manner in which 
the withdrawal shall be effected, so cs 
to insure the safety of the territory af- 
fected by the withdrawal. 

“Article IIT: The territory evacuated 
by the American troops shall be occu- 
pied and adequately protected by the 
Constitutionalist forces, and such evac- 
uation shall take place when the Con- 
stitutionalist forces have taken position 
to the south of the American forces so 
as to make effective such occupation 
and protection. The Mexican commis- 
sioners shall determine the plan for the 
occupation and protection of the terri- 
tory evacuated by the American forces. 

“Article IV: The American and Mex- 
ican commanders: shall deal separately, 
.or wherever practicable in friendly co- 
operation with any obstacles which may 
arise tending to delay the withdrawal. 
In case there are any further activities 
of the forces inimical to the Constitu- 
tional Government, which threatened 
the safety of the international border 
along the northern section of Chihua- 
hua, the withdrawal of American 
forces shall not be delayed beyond the 
period strictly necessary to overcome 
such activities. 

“Article V. The withdrawal of 
American troops shall be effected by 
marching to Columbus or by using the 
Mexican Northwestern Railroad to E) 
Paso, or by both routes, as may 
deemed most convenient or expedient 
by the American commander. 

“Article VI: Each of the Governments 
parties to this agreement shall guard 
its side of the international boundary. 
This, however, does not preclude such 
co-operation on the part of the military 
commanders of both countries as may 
be practicable. 

“Article VII: This agreement 
take effect immediately 
by both Governments Notification of 
approval shall be communicated by each 
Government to the other. 

‘In testimony thereof, we have signed, 
sealed and interchanged reciprocally this 
protocal of agreement, ad referendum, :n 
the English and Spanish languages. at 
Atlantic City, New Jersey, this twentv- 
fourth day of November, in the year cf 
our Lord ene thousand nine hundred 
and sixteen.

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FLECTION INQUIRY 
BY PRESENT GRAND 
JURY CALLED OFF 


Circuit Attorney Holds an Act of 
Body Disqualifies It From 
Issuing Indictments. 


Circuit Attorney McDaniel this after- 
noon called off the investigation, by the 
present grand jury, of eelction fraud 
charges, and declared that the grand 
jury was disqualified from issuing in- 
dictments in election fraud cases, by 
reason Of a meeting held by its mem- 
bers, last Thursday afternoon, at the 
National Bank of Commerce. At that 
meeting, McDaniel said, Jeptha D. Howe, 
former Republican boss, and Harry A. 
Rosskopf, a Republican lawyer, ap- 
peared before the grand jurors, in con- 
nection with the fraud charges. The 
charges will no -whave to go over, he 
said, until the next grand jury is impan- 
eled Feb. 5. 

McDaniel, a Democrat, took office yes- 
terday. He said he was informed by 
someone, whom he did not wish to 
name, of the meeting at the bank, and 
questioned John A. Lewis, cashier of 
the bank, who is a member of the grand 
jury, about it. 

Lewis said, accérding to McDaniel. 
that the meeting was held, that the 
charges were discussed, and that. Howe 
and Rosskopf were present. He also 
said the grand jurors held similar 
meetings, at the bank, and heard social 
workers. at the time when they were 
considering the question of commercial- 
ized vice. 


What the Law Requires. 
McLaniel held that, under the law 


and the decisions of courts, there would 
be danger that any indictment found 
in the election cases, after the meet- 
ing at the bank, would be invalid. The 
law, he said, requires that, in consid- 
ering charges on which indictments 
may be based, the grand jury shall 
admit no one but the Circuit Attorney 
and his assistants, the official st¢q- 
nographer, and one sworn witness at a 
time. 

The Circuit Attorney was inclined to 
think that a meeting of the grand 
jury’s members, wherever and when- 
ever held, was a meeting of the grand 
jury, and was subject to the laws gov- 
erning the grand’ jury’s procedure. At 
any rate, he said, if indictments were 
to be issued by this grand jury in elec- 
tion fraud cases, and a lawyer for an 
accused man should bring up the mat- 
ter of the meeting at the bank, the 
cases might be tied up indefinitely, 
with the likelihood that they would 
come to nothing. He said he wished to 
draw indictments that would hold, and 
that a month’s delay now would be 
preferable to a longer delay at a later 
time. 

When the grand jury met at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, McDaniel notified: the 
members of his decision, handing theia 
copies of a typewritten Statement, in 
Which he said that no further testi- 
mony in the election matter would be 
presented to them. 

Decision in Salmon Canc. 

He then recited his reasons, and men- 
tioned the decision of the State Su- 
preme Court in the case of Harvey W. 
Salmon, a banker of Clinton, Mo. An 
indictment against Salmon was de- 
clared by the court to be invalid be- 
cause a stenographer other than the 
official stenographer took down the 
testimony before the grand jury which 
returned the indictment. 


“It is my purpose,’ the Circuit At- 
torney said in the statement, ‘‘to thor- 
oughly prosecute those shown by com- 
petent evidence to be guilty. For this 
purpose, none but valid indictments 
should be returned into court—indict- 
ments which will stand every test and 
every form of attack. It is unfortunate 


that this investigation must be delayed 
for a short time, but I am determined 
that when any indictments are returned, 
they shall be the result of impartial 
action, with an eye single to the é€n- 
forcement of the law, regardless of 
whom it may affect. 

“The very nature of the investiga- 
tion is such as to make it incumbent 
on me to see that every step is taken 
with schupulous regard for the law. 
The fraud testimony will be presented 
to the next grand jury immediately on 
its impaneling.”

fraudulently. The grand jury also re- 
turned indictments against two negroes. 
These indictments will not be affected 
by the meeting at the bank, McDanie! 
said, as they were voted before the 
meeting was held. 


BILL PREPARED TO CREATE 
STATE HIGHWAY COMMISSICH 


Measure Drawn to Enable Missouri to 
Share in Federal Good Roads 
Appropriation, 


A bill to create a State Highway 
Commission and place Missouri in a posi- 
tion to share next year in the large Fed- 
eral appropriations for good roads 
has been prepared by Harry 8B. 
Hawes, Representative from the 
Third St. Louis District, and will be 
introduced by him in the Legislature. 

The commission would be appoint- 
ed by the Governor and would be bi- 
partisan, consisting of two Demo- 
crats and two tepublicans, who 
would receive no compenstion except 
necessary expenses: 

It would provide for a State High- 
way Engineer at a falary of $600 
a year, to be named by the commis- 
sion, who would have supervision | 
over all road and bridge construc- 
tion in the State. The bill provides 
that not less than 3500 nor more than 
4000 miles of road should be desig- 
nated as State highways. The crea- 
tion of a State road fund, which 
would be supplemented by the Fed- 
eral aid is also’ provided for. Another 
section provides that counties would 
maintain roads constructed with the 
State and Federal funds.

Entente Note Discussed by Former High Of- 
ficial of Foreign Office—Berlin’s Offer 
First Considered in October. 


rn 


BERLIN, Jan. 3, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—The German impression of the en- 
tente’s reply to the peace proposals of 
the central-Powers was reflected today 
in a statement made to the semi-official 
Overseas News Agency by Dr. Ham- 
mann, who until the turn of the year 
wes director of the Intelligence Depart- 
ment of the Foreign Office. This com- 
ment was not based on the official text 
of the entente’s note, as thus far only 
the version supplied by the Havas News 
Agency from Paris has been received 
here. 

Dr. Hammann, who collaborated in 
the important work of the Foreign Office 
last month, said that consideration by 
Germany and her allies of a peace offer 
dated back as far as October. At that 
time the intention was entertained of 
making an honest and sincere attempt 
to prevent further useless bloodshed. 
Being asked as to the geenral impres- 
sion created by the entente reply, a¢ 
said: 

“If I am to express an opinion in a 
few words it is this: ‘ 

“ ‘Instead of taking place around a 
peace table, the entente’s deliberations 
took place on a Judge’s chair. Apparent- 
‘y the entente forgot nothing that could 
possibly influence neutrals against us.

Belgium’ one must speak before hand 
regarding ‘neutral and loyal Belgium,’ 
and this Belgium had ceased to exist 
long before the war. I do not want to 
speak about documents which we found 
in Brussels and which have been pub- 
lished. They can be read by everybody. 
I only wish to single out one point which 
up to now has not been sufficiently con- 
sidered—the report made by Baron 
Greindl, Belgian Minister at Berlin, 
dated Dec. 23, 1911. 

“This clear-sighted statesman then 
explained forcibly that already, at that 
time, the entente was inspired by 
nothing but the one thought of encir- 
cling Germany from the north. As proof 
of this, Baron Greindl quoted the out- 
cry started in Paris and London a short 
time before, when the Dutch plan to 
fortify Flushing had become known. 
Baron Greindl then said: 

“‘The reason why they wished that 
the Scheldt remain without defense was 
not concealed. In this they admitted 
their purpose to, be able to transport 
an English garrison to Antwerp without 
hindrance, thus creating in Belgium a 
basis for operation in the direction of 
the lower Rhine and Westphalia.’ 

‘‘Baron Greindl reported that the plan 
was then changed in such a manner 
that the English auxillary army was not 
to be landed on the Belgian coast, but 
in the adjoining French ports. This 
same plan of an English landing {in or- 
der to threaten Germany was equally 
hinted. at as imminent by Lord Roberts 
curing the last Moroccan crisis. 

“In such circumstances it most cer- 
tainly would have been an easy thing 
for Belgium after the German question 
in 1914 (whether Belgium would permit 
the passage of German troops) to take 
her armies back to Antwerp and then 
let the Germans. under protest march 
through the country. 

‘“‘How little such action would have 
violated the spirit of existing conditions 
may be understood if one recalls the 
secret clauses of the treaties of 1831. 
In them certain agreements from former 
times were maintained which reserve, 
as well to England as to Germany, the 
right to occupy a Belgian fortress. In 
1887 a great English newspaper—if I am 
mot mistaken, it was the Standard— 
still declared that employment on the 
part of Germany of the right of way 
through Belgium could not be taken as 
in violation of Belgian neutrality.” 


Principal of Nationality. 
At this point the interviewer sald: 


“In addition to this, the question of] 
the principle of nationality plays a large 
part in the answer of the entente. What 
importance must be attributed to this 
principle in the present situation? 

In his reply Dr. Hammann empha- 
sized every word he said. 

“No nation,’’ he declared, “is better 
able to understand this principle than 
the German, for no great civilized na- 
tion has suffered so much, has been 
‘forced to struggle so° greatly, because 
of being suppressed and dismembered 
by neighboring racés. Equally no sin- 
gle great nation has less to fear from 
the application of this principle of na- 
tionalities than the German. Germany 
would absolutely consent if this prin- 
ciple of nationalities were carried out 
in Egypt, India, Morocco, Ireland,: -by 
the country in power, not to speak of 
Russia’s nationalities. 


“Germany has been brutally treated 
for centuries by her neighbors, despite 
this principle of nationalities. Yet in 
1866, exactly 60 years ago—that is, in 
the Nimolsburg peace (closing the war 
between Prussia and Austria) a clause 
was inserted, upon the demand of Na- 
poleon III, which left open for the 
South German states the conclust6én of 
a separate confederation. The leading 
but unavowed idea was then to found 
a new Rhine bund.” 

As to the free existence of small na- 
tions, Dr. Hammann said: 


—— 


“This idea, too, has found a very 
strange illustration during the 
Only a few weeks have elapsed since 


misfortune of the Rumantans Plainly a 
‘gross blunder.’ By this ‘blunder’ a 
whole nation has been pushed-into mis- 
ery.. Rumania has been dragged into a 
great war by all sorts of dark machina- 
tions. : 

“And then look at Greece. There the 
ontente has occupied the ports, rail- 
roads, cable and postal stations and 
whole districts of the country, all 
against the law of nations. 

“There the entente has simply taken 
what it needed and by blockade and 
hunger has forced the Greeks to sur- 
render those things which the entente 
was unable to take.’’ 


British Conference Proposal. 

“What about the reproach that Ger- 
many in the decisive week of July (1914) 
declined the British proposal of a con- 
ference and thus made war unavoid- 
able?’’ 

To this Dr. Hammann replied: 

“The proposal for a conference was 
made July 26, by Grey. The meaning of 
it was that the delegates of France, 
Italy and Germany should meet with 
Grey in conference and try to find a Way 
out of a difficult situation. The first 
condition making the holding of such 
a conference possible should have been 
that the Russian Cabinet declare its 
consent, but it answered July 27, In an 
evasive manner and referred to conver. 
sations with the Austro-Hungarian Am. 
bassador in St. Petersburg (Petrograd) 
as having begun under the most favor. 
able auspices. 

“The following day Grey agreed to the 
German proposal that a direct under- 
standing between Vienna and St. Peters. 
burg would result in quicker and better 
action. Thus Grey, on July 2 tele. 
graphed to Goschen (British Ambassa- 
dor at Berlin):

IN STORIES ABOUT 
RASPUTIN'S DEATH 


Report That Monk Was Slain in 
Palace Garden and Buried 
in River.

DIVERS. RECOVER BODY 


Name of Well-Known Former 
Member of the Duma Is 
Coupled With Tragedy. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—The morning news- 
papers in their @trograd dispatches to- 
day feature stories of the reported death 
of Gregory Rasputin, the Russian monk, 
who it has been reported exercised great 


influence over Emperor Nicholas. The 
reports of the death of Rasputin evi- 
dently are making a stir in Russia, not 
only on account of his personality, but 
owing to allegations that two persons 
of exalted rank and a well-known for- 
mer member of the Duma were con- 
cerned in his taking off. 

The general assumption in the stories 
is that Rasputin was murdered, and 
some of the accounts say unqualifiedly 
that he was. According to one story, 
two young aristocrats drove in an auto- 
mobile the Friday night or early Sat- 
urday morning to a house on Koroke 
hovaya street, where a man assumed 
to have been Rasputin entered the car 
which then went to Yussupoff Palace, 
which is owned by the young Prince 
Yussupoff, heir to General Prince Yus- 
supoff, aid to Emperor Nicholas. 

Dead Dog Exhibited. 
Afterward the police heard shots and 
cries coming from the palace garden. 
Hastening there to make inquiries, they 
saw blood on the snow in the garden 
and were shown the carcass of a dog, 
which they were told had been shot 
because it was mad. ‘ 
Meantime, according. to another ver- 
sion, the body of a murdered man, 
wrapped in a fur coat, was placed in an 
automobile. The aristocrats took seats 
in the car and drove to Petroasky Island 
in the Neva. Investigation Saturday 
and Sunday led to the discovery of a 
freshly made hole in the ice, traces of 
blood and many footprints near by. 
Divers descended into the river and 
found the body of Rasputin. 

Names Are Withheld. 

The names of the persons suspected 
as being concerned in the alleged mur- 
der are not printed, but it is stated that 
young Prince Yussupoff after the events 
of the week-end quit Petrograd for his 
Crimean estates, but that he subse- 
quently returned to the capital. 

Young Yussupoff is related to the im- 
perial family by his marriage in 1914 to 
Irene, daughter of the Grand Duke 
Alexander Mikhalovitch and the Grand 
Duchess Xenia, sister of Emperor Nich- 
olas. 

Rasputin’s influence at court Was se- 
verely attacked by Prof. Paul N. Milu- 
koff, leader of the Constitutional Dem- 
ocrats, in a famous speech in the Duma 
in November. / 


ST, LOUISAN FIRST WOMAN TO 
HAVE SENATE FLOOR PRIVILEGE 


Miss Jessie L, Simpson Is Made Sec- 
retary of the Important Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Miss Jessie 
L. Simpson of St. Louis is the first 
woman to have the privilege of the floor 
of the United States Senate, a conces- 
sion which comes with her appointment 
last night by Senator Stone as secre- 
tary of the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations. Her salary will be $3000 a vear. 
Miss Simpson becomes Senator Stone’s 
secretary, succeeding W. R. Hollister 
of Jefferson City, who resigned to be- 
come assistant secretary of the Demv- 
cratic National Committee. She has 
been assistant secretary of the commit- 

tee for the last four years. 

She will have the custody of pend- 
ing treaties with foreign governments 
and secret data furnished to the com- 
mittee.

It’s all due to the war in one way or 
another, says Davis. ‘The war stopped 
importation of hides. The wir created a 
heavy demand for hides, finished 
leather and shoes. Slaughter of cows 
has caused a scarcity of calfskin. The 
result is that there are not enough hides 
in the country to make the shoes that 
the country will require in the next few 
months. 

The big houses, Davis says, do~ not 
know whether they will send their trav- 
elers ont in the spring. The samples are 
being made up, but it is impossible at 
his time to put prices on them. 

Manufacturers will use cloth tops in 
an endeavor to make the leather reach 
further, Davis said. There will also be 
imitations, at $ and $4, which will 
hardly be worth putting one’s feet into. 
These will consist of imitation leather 
tops, fiber insoles and soles and heels of 
composition which will be likely to dis- 
solve when wet weather comes.

In selecting eight 
young women yesterday to pose in the 
strle show, he aiscovered that Miss 
Goebel’s foot, which calls for a 4B sho, 
the standard vf shoe measurement, was 
perfect from the shoe man’s stand- 
point. 

Miss Geebel has a high indtep, grace- 
ful_arch, and toes perfectly formed. 
When the foot is incased in a shoe ‘t 
appears as if it had been poured in as 
a ltiqguil from the ankle down, as not 
a wrinkle appears, not even in the high, 
‘09-inch boots. Ten pairs were tried on 
vesterday. representing 10 different 
etvyles, and each was.a perfect fit. 

Miss Goebel ¢ecided to take part in 
the fashion show because of the novelty 
cf the affair, it being one of the first 
shows cof sho¢es on Wving models in 
America—and was surprised when shoe 
experts pronounced her feet perfect.

But When Case Comes Up for 
Dismissal Wife Says He

There was a hitch .in an effort to

It is stipulated that within a 
short time Wiedle and his wife shall 
move from the rooming house to a flat 
or residence, thé rent of which must 
not exceed $20 a month. 

Wiedle agrees among other things to 
talk over business affairs with his wife 
and let her manage the heuse, to stop 
hanging about saloons and spending Sat- 
urday nights away frdm home, to avoid 
making business calls after supper, if 
possible, to go to church with his wife 
on Sunday, to stop swearing and drink- 
ing and to demean himself in a gentle- 
manly manner whenin the presence of 
women or at the dinner table.

MANUFACTURES EXPORT RECORD 


U. S&S. in 1916, With $3,000,000,000, Ex- 
ceeded English High Mark of 
$2,000,000,000. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—The United 
States, in 1916, according to the Nationa] 
City Bank, made the world’s high rec- 
ord in the exportation of manufac- 
tures, this report showing that our ex- 
ports of manufactured articles during 
the year exceeded $3,000,000,000, while the 
highest export record ever made by 
Great Britain, formerly the world's larg- 
est exporter of manufactures, was $2.- 
000,000,000, in 1913, the year immediately 
preceding the war; Germany $1,680,000,- 

000 and France $772,000,000. 

Prior to the war the United States 
held third rank among the nations in 
exportation of manufactures, $1,185,000, - 
000. These four countries—Great Brit- 
ain; Germany, United States and France 
—supplied about two-thirds of the §38,- 
000,000,000 worth of manufactures enter- 
ing international trade in 1913.

GERMAN MINES REPORTED LAID 
NEAR LARGE BRITISH HARBORS 


Sweeper Clearing Falmouth Channel 
for Dutch Liner Was Blown 
to Pieces. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—Passengers ar- 

riving here on the Holland-American 
line steamer Nieuw Amsterdam bring 
reports that German mines containing 
exceptionally high explosives have been 
planted close to all the large harbors 
in England, Scotland and Wales, in the 
lagt two weeks, by German submarines. 
On the arrival of the Nieuw Amster- 
dam at Falmouth, England; from Rot- 
terdam, a British trawler was sent out 
to sweep the channel for her entrance. 
The trawler truck a mine and was blown | 
to bits, seven of her crew of 12 men be- 
ing killed. Trawlers then preceded the 
Nieuw Amsterdam, dragging the chan- 
nel. 
Capt. Baron said the mines were laid 
only half a mile off the actual entrance 
to the Falmouth harbor.

PLAN FOOTBALL LEAGUE 


Detroit Back of Movement to 
Professionalize College Foot- 
ball Next Fall. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—That certain base- 
ball magnates are considering a plan to 
utilize their ball parks for professional 
football and back financially a league 


of national proportions next fall is the 
report brought here from Detroit. 

An agent of a professional football 
team which played its games on Navin 
Field, the American League grounds in 
Detroit, is in Chicago today, according 
to a morning paper, to enlist support 
for his undertaking from the owners of 
one of the major league clubs. 

The plan involves the organization of 
the league along the lines of profes- 
sional baseball. 

The promoters will try to enlist the 
services of those ballplayers who are 
also football stars, and the remainder 
of -he teams will be recruited from col- 
lege graduates. 

Among the cities mentioned as pros- 
pective members of the new league are 
Chicago, New York, Detroit, Pittsburg, 
Cleveland, Indianapolis and Columbus 

The season wuld begin at the close 
of the baseball campaign and continue 
as long as the weather was favorable. 


Professional football gained consider- 
able headway in Michigan and Ohio, 


last year, “particularly in the latter 
State. Detroit witnessed several pro- 
essional games, played at Navin Field. 

In Ohio, the hotbed of college foot- 
ball professionalism, the larger cities all 
maintained ‘“‘pro’’ elevens. 

The most notable of these were the 
teams representing Canton, Massillon 
and Cleveland. 

James Thorpe’s Canton players won 
the championship. Five of the men on 
this team were former All-Americans, 
including Thorpe, Ghee, Soucy, Talman 
and King, among other notables. 

Thorpe is said to have received $350 
a week for his’services. Other players 
were paid in proportion. The promoters 
made good money on the season. 

In Cleveland professional games were 
played practically every Sunday during 
the season.

‘Bowling Body Hopes to Avoid

St. Louis bowlers are at present #re- 
paring themselvés for the aanual*“4ty 
scratch tournament, which will be 
started on the Congress Alleys on Jan.

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QUALIFICATIONS 
OF BONDSMEN 10 
BE INVESTIGATED 


New Circuit Attorney Orders 
Inquiry Following Complaint 
as to Chris Schawacker. 


Circuit Attorney McDaniel announced 
today that his office would make a new 
inquiry into the qualifications of bonds- 
men, following the Circuit Clerk’s com- 
plaint that Chris Schawacker, a profes- 
sional bondsman, owes $193.6 on cost 
bonds, and that an execution issued on 
one of the bonds for $34.0, in 1911, was 
returned by the Sheriff with the report 
that he could find no assets. 

A year ago, at the instance of Thomas 
B. Harvey, then Circuit Attorney, the 
grand jury investigated the methods of 
accepting bonds in criminal cases, and 
recommended that the bondsman’s state- 
ment of his qualifications should be filed 
with each bond accepted. This was 
done, Harvey explained, so as to permit 
the filing of a perjury charge against 
the bondsmen in the event of his fail- 
ure or inability to pay a forfeited bond. 

At the time the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
fice considered that Schawacker was 
well qualified as a bondsman. A Post- 
Dispatch reporter today, at the Asses- 
sor’s office, learned that Schawacker 
is paying taxes on real estate assessed 
at $15,300 and on $750 personal property. 


On Bonds Totaling $13,600. 
At present, Schawacker says, he is on 


bonds in criminal cases totalling $13,600. 
Six of these bonds, for $2000 each, are 
in the arson charges growing out of 
the fires at the Nixon-Jones Printing 
Co. and the Gilmore-Bonfig Decorating 
Co. The defendants at liberty on these 
bonds are Mayor Roy M. B. Tidd of 
Webster Groves, Julius R. Bersch, under 
two bonds on two charges; Harold G. 
Gilmore, Harry C. Imel and Edward 
Milner. Schawacker also is on the 
$800 bonds of Roy J. Hanold and Horace 
Green, jointly charged with burglary. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Scha- 
wacker said that he had been a profes- 
sional bondsman here for 4 years, and 
that in that time he had paid out more 
than $25,000 in forfeited bonds. He said 
that he had made “a little money” out 
of the bond business, but that he had 
gone into it originally to help his un- 
dertaking business, and that when he 
got into politics the necessity for sign- 
ing bonds became more and more 
urgent. He is 65 years old, resides at 
2800 Russell avenue, and formerly was a 
member of the House of Delegates and 
Superintendent of the Street Depart- 
ment. 

Schawacker said that he {s now worth 
$38,000 above his liabilities, and that 
“he didn’t owe anybody a nickel.” 

The complaint against Schawadker 
as a bondsman was sent to the Circuit 
Judges last Saturday, in a letter writ- 
ten by James Hagerman, who retired 
that day as Circuit Clerk, and by his 
chief deputy, Waller Edwards. 

This letter set forth seven cases in 
which Schawacker had failed to pay 
costs in civil cases totalling $193.65, and 
warning the Judges that until Scha- 
wacker paid these costs he was ineligi- 
ble to sign more bonds. 

Edwards said that he learned of these 
cases last month, when investigating 
Schawacker’s qualifications as surety 
bondsman for costs in @ civil case. He 
found the 1911 report of the Sheriff's 
inability to find assets on which to 
levy. On Dec. 8, Edwards wrote Scha- 
wacker to pay up. Failing to receive 
a reply, he sent two deputy clerks, on 
Dec. 28, to Schawacker’s home and he 
explained that he was too ill to give the 
matter his consideration at that time. 

Sent Letter to Judges. 

Eawards then wrote the warning let- 
ter to the Circuit Judges. 

Schawacker contends that the Sheriff 
first should attempt to collect the costs 
from the tirms interested in the litiza- 
tion, and that upon failyre to collect 
from them should then come to him as 
the surety for the money. Nevertheless 
he paid the cost bills today. 

Schawacker, on election day, Nov. 7, 
signed $800 bonds for more than 90 ne- 
groes arrested on suspicion of being in- 
volved in election irregularities. The to- 
tal of these bonds was more than $72,000. 
He had rigned bonds in blank, in the 
chambers of Judge Miller of the Court 
of Criminal Correction, and when a ne- 
gro was arrested at the polls a Repub- 
lican committeeman went to Judge Mil- 
ler’s chambers, and the name of the 


prisoner was written on the bonds al-}! 


ready s@Jkh<d by Schawacker and the 
Judge. 

The following day these negroes were 
discharged by Judge Miller, without the 
usual formality of being arraigned, to 
determine whether they were in court 
to answer to their bonds. Asa result of 
this procedure the Democratic State 
Committee has announced that it wi!] 
make an effort, before the Legislature, 
to impeach Judge Miller.

Their decision is to urge the Legisla- 
ture to permit the contest and to in- 
clude in it an investigation of the pri- 
maryson the governorship, to ‘“deter- 
mine whether Lamm was thé legal!

One of the Democrats who has attend- 
ed the conferences told the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent this morning the 
position of the Democrats is that, in a 
contest, the first question to be diceded 
is whether the person filing the contest 
actually is entitled to be the candidate 
of his party. 

‘“‘We propose as the first move,” he 
said, “‘that the committee selected by 
the Legislature go to St. Louis and open 
the ballot boxes of the primary election. 
Jeptha D. Howe and Otto Stifel were the 
backers of Henry Lamm in the pri- 
mary and had great influence in St. 
Louis, and we propose to learn whether 
their candidate received as many votes 
in St. Louis as the returns gave him. 
There is a possibility that John E. 
Swanger was really the nominee of the 
party. 

“If the investigation should show this 
to be the fact, and that Lamm was not 
the legal nominee, then, of course, there 
could be no basis for a contest by him. 

Expect Contest to Be Allowed. 

“It is our idea that the Legislature 
will receive the petition for the contest 
courteously, and that while the contest 
may not be authorized immediately, 
that eventually it will be. We do not 
fear an investigation of the ballots in 
the general election, but we feel that 
there may be some basis for allegations 
of fraud in the primary.” 

The petition signed by Lamm proba- 
bly will be filed in the Senate and House 
either tomorrow or Friday and the two 
houses in joint session will vote whether 
to consider the contest. 

This is the first time in the history of 
the State that an attempt has been made 
to contest the election of a Governor, 
and members of the Legislature there- 
fore have no precedents in the matter. 
The law is clear on the general proced- 
ure. After the Legislature has can- 
vassed the election returns and has de- 
clared Gardner to be elected the Lamm 
petition will be presented. It is cus- 
tomary to canvass the returns the sec- 
ond day of the session, which will be 
tomorrow. 

After the presentation of the petition 
the House will meet in joint session and 
take an aye and nay vote on the ques- 
tion of whether the petition for the con- 
test shall be granted. If a majority of 
the members should vote aye a com- 
mittee will be appointed by the joint

Lawyer mémbers of the Senate and 
House say there is no question that 
Gardner can be legally inaugurated now, 
though his seat should be contested aft- 
erward. 

United States Senators Stone and Reed 
are expected to be in Jefferson City 
Tuesday to confer with Democratic 
members on the contest. 

The petition filed sets out no specific 
instances of the alleged frauds on which 
the contest is based. Fraud in every 
precinct in St. souls and Kansas City 
and in Dunklin, Mississippi, Cape Girar- 
deau and New Madrid Counties is 
charged. 

The contest never has been taken se- 
rfously by Democratic members of the 
Legislature, and there appears to he 
little enthusiasm among the Republican 
members. They were open in their 
statements that they did not particu- 
larly care to go into it until the arrival 
of Jeptha D. Howe, who, in several con- 
ferences, has changed their attitude 
somewhat, and seemingly has_ brought 
about an agreement for the Repub- 
licans to stand together.

I came from Kansas City to St. Louis Friday 
night, and regret to say that in both these cities 
I have seen men under the influence of liquor, al- 
though I did not go into a saloon at either place. 
In St. Louis I saw boys not 15 years old enter a 
saloon. I inquired of a bystander if this was al- 
lowed, and his reply was that it was not supposed 
to be. . 

I was on an inbound Hodiamont car Sunday eve- 
ning, and a couple of young men on the car were 
drunk and so disorderly that I was surprised that 
the conductor did not eject them, Mr. Bannon’s is 
the old, ridiculous and threadbare story of people 
who seek to excuse themselves for favoring the 
sale of liquor by claiming that prohibition does not 
‘prohibit. The serious nature of the subject serves 
to rob these shelf-worn stories of the humor they 
would otherwise provoke. 

TY have lived in Arkansas all my life, and for 80 
years have been a consistent worker for prohibi- 
tion. I now thank God for the blessings that the 
abolishment of the liquor traffic has brought to

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THE NIGHTGOWN STRIKE. 

The 1500 striking I. W. W. workers among the 

lumber jacks of Northern Minnesota demand that 
the companies furnish nightshirts and that the 
camps shall be cleaned twice a week. The em- 
ployers, who are arrogantly resisting demands of 
such modesty and justice and appealing to the 
Governor for militia, must have failed to count 
on an aroused and imperious body of public opin- 
fon. Any downtrodden I. W. W. worker who 
wants a nightshirt must and shall be permitted 
to have one. Employing companies which palter, 
import strikebreakers and confuse the issue by 
shrieking for arbitration only prejudice their own 
case. What could arbitration do in such an issue? 
Could a demand for a whole nightshirt be com- 
promised on an award of half a nightshirt? 
The merits of the demand for cleaning the 
camps is not so clear. But cleaning them twice a 
week has some superiority over waiting until 
spring and removing the accumulations with a 
steam shovel. 
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WHAT THE GERMANS ARE FIGHTING FOR. 
‘If Germans wish to know why the sentiment of 
the allies is so inhospitable to peace, let them 
read their Kaiser’s proclamation to his army and 
navy. The Kaiser tells the German people that 
they have been “victorious in all theaters of war, 
on land and sea.” The campaign in Rumania is 
described as “‘our recent triumphal march.”: ‘‘Tke 
greatest naval battle this year was our victory in 
the Skagerrak,” in which the German fleet retired 
to its base and left the British in command of the 
sea. “The gallant deeds of our submarines have 
secured for my navy glory and admiration for- 
ever.” “God also in the future will be with us.” 
The Kaiser could hardly say more if the British 
navy were at the bottom of the sea and German 
troops were in possession of London, Paris, Petro- 
grad and Rome. That sort of rhetoric may be ad- 
mirably adapted to the business of fooling all of 
the Germans some of the time and some of the 
Germans all of the time, but it is not a prelimi- 
nary to peace conferences. 
For dynastic reasons it is necessary to make 
the German people believe that they have won 
the war and that any peace which Germany may 
propose is a victorious peace; but there will be no 
peace on that basis. 

It may flatter German pride to believe that Ger- 
many has been “victorious in all theaters of war, 
on land and sea,” but that sort of pride must be 
paid for, and it will be paid for. What the Ger- 
man people are actually fighting for is not a Ger- 
man victory, but a means so placating their own 
pride that they will not be tempted to revolu- 
tionize their Government when the war is over. 
They do not know it; but they may rest assured 
that the Kaiser knows it and the Chancellor 
knows it and all Junkertum knows it. 

The Imperial Government would immediately 
offer most liberal terms of peace, if it could be cer- 
tain that when the reaction came there would be. 
no change in the German attitude toward the 
throne and the doctrine of diviné right. This is 
not the first time that a great people has battled 
desperately to insure its own political servitude 
and to save itself from freedom, and it may not be 


to understand what they are reaily fighting for, 
which is not freedom for Germany, but their own 
continued political submission to the medieval 
system that plunged them into this war. 
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A NEW BIRTH FOR THE LEVEE. 

“Impractical,” says Comptroller Player of the 
plan elaborated by a committee of engineers 
on the initiative of St. Lo business men for a 
comprehensive improvement of the levee district.

St. Louis not only has approved the expenditure 
of millions since for a perfected type of school 
buildings, but has just voted a $3,000,000 bond is- 
sue to continue the work. 

It has voted almost half of fifteen millions for 
improving trans-Mississippi facilities and an ag- 
gregate of millions more in other improvements. 

The time has gone by in St. Louis when an in- 
vestment of public money is to have condeimna- 
tion pronounced on it simply because of the size 
of the investment. 

The merit of a project is to be tested, not by 
figures showing the amount of expenditure in- 
volved, but by figures showing the dividends to be 
returned in benefits, the direct and indirect re- 
turns that may be counted on from the invest- 
ment.

Applying this test, what safer, sounder in- 
vestment for $15,000,000, assuming that it would 
cost that much, could be found than one that 
would call into being another magnificent Thames 
embankment on St. Louis’ water front? 

It is, as Mr. Player says, an old, long agitated 
project—so old and long agitated and weli under- 
stood, in fact, that an inventory of al! it would 
signify for this city would be disputed at the 
risk of public impatience and resentment. 

Is our hope of putting our river to work and 
sharing with northern and eastern centers the 
enormous advantage, of water communications to 
be permanently surrendered? -°= __ . 

It must be if a project for creating the local 
conditions enabling St. Louis to profit by tiver 
trade is “impractical” because it requires an in- 
vestment proportioned to the rewards to be reaped. 

A shabby, unlovely, declining section of St. 
Louis’ front door would have a new Ddirth in a 
well devised plan for a proper utilization of the 
levee district. 


STRAW BAIL AND GUN TOTING. 

Circuit Attorney McDaniel has information 
leading him to believe that at least some profes- 
sional bondsmen. operate under an automatic, 
safety-first system enabling them to carry about 
with them bail bonds on which all formalities 
purport to be complied with except the inserticn 
of the name of the prisoner. If true, this indicates 
a serious condition. The facts in a Yate case in 
which attempt was made to liberate a prisoner on 
a forged bond are undisputed. 

These persons on the fringe of the underworld 
who supply sureties for a generous consideration 
seem to be showing an increase in daring and li- 
cense, instead of the decrease hoped for some 
months ago. Crooked bail deals deserve the 
sharpest attention and most vigorous action on 
the part of the new Prosecutor.

The men who make the laws at Washington are 
going too far when they propose making it a fel- 
ony to bet on the election. A very large propor- 
tion of the people think that is all an election ts 
for. They would rather bet than vote and if bet- 
ting is denied them they may refuse to vote. And 
what would become of the country then! 

We need the election bet. Between elections wz 
devote ourselves to serious pursuits and think 
lofty thoughts and would a good deal rather be 
killed than do anything ridiculous. And that’s all 
right for four years, but could we stand it longer 
than that? 

Once in four years we must do something inde- 


'corous or die. Up to date we have been kept alive 


by the quadrennial election bet. Just when we 
are about to blow up from sheer excess of high- 
mindedness a national election comes along and 
we bet and lose and the next day we roll a peanut 
down the street with our nose or push the winner 
through town in a wheelbarrow, with a brass band 
leading on, or we sacrifice the whiskers it has 
taken years to accumulate. 

Something like that restores the equilibrium 
and we are good for another four years of sedate 
endeavor.

That would impose a suitable pen- 
alty for betting on the wrong side and still »re- 
serve to us the prized and priceless boon of the 
peanut parade and pushing a loaded wheelbarrow 
for 10 days.
